Both were part of the Austria Vienna 
side which made this year’s UEFA 
Cup quarter finals. 


Head Coach, Ernie Merrick, was able 
to call on stand-in captain, Mark 
Byrnes, as a referee for Kitzbichler, 
the two having played together at 
Salzburg. 


“Richard will be a terrific asset for 
us,” Merrick said. “He’s an attacking 
midfielder with enormous speed who 
also scores goals. We’ve done our 
homework on him and the recom- 
mendations have been very high.” 


Kitzbichler takes the total number of 
Melbourne Victory players signed 
directly from overseas clubs to 
seven. Victory’s final signing is 
expected to be another goalkeeper 
from Europe which will take this num- 
ber to eight. 


Add to this list players such as 
Michael Ferrante, Steve Pantelidis 
and Michael Theoklitos who have all 
played in Europe during their careers 
and Melbourne Victory certainly has 
the experience to supplement the 
youngsters who did so well against 
Adelaide United in the Club World 
Championships last weekend.

ONE ON ONE WITH VINCE LIA 


At twenty years of age Vincent Lia is a 
seasoned campaigner who is being tout- 
ed as one of the most exciting players to 
be signed by the Melbourne Victory. His 
ability to use both feet, deliver pin point 
crosses combined with his electrifying 
speed makes him an exceptional and rare 
talent. In June he will be making his mark 
on the world stage representing the 
young Socceroos, in a bid to win 
Australia's first World Cup trophy. 


Goal! Weekly caught up with the versatile 
midfielder, to chat about the Hyundai A- 
League, the young Socceroos and life as a 
professional footballer. 


Vincent, you are still only 20 years of age, yet 
you have achieved and done many things. 
Where and how did your begin your career? 
| began playing at Tatura Soccer club which 
is 20 mins from Shepparton, and | started 
playing in the North East league for seven 
years before heading down to Melbourne to 
play for Carlton. 


You're originally a Shepparton boy, and back 
in your Carlton days your dad would drive 
you to training in the city, three nights a 
week. Is it tougher for country footballers to 
make it to the elite level? 

Initially, getting spotted is probably the most 
difficult part. In addition to that, moving away 
from home and having to fend for yourself is 
also very tough. However, once you are in 
the system it gets much easier, and there 
have been many successful country boys. 


You have already played in one youth world 
cup representing Australia. You are now 
heading to the Netherlands for your second 
as vice captain. Is there any additional bur- 
den on your shoulders (as vice captain), and 
have you personally prepared differently? 

Not really, | don't feel any extra burden. | 
know what the coach is after and being part 
of the leadership group Ange (Postecoglou) 
looks to us to set the standard, and we know 
what is expected. As for preparation, we 


have prepared much better as a team, 
through additional camps. We've played over 
25 games together in the last 18 months. 


How do you rate the young Socceroos 
chances of winning the Youth World Cup and 
who do you see as being your toughest 
opponents? 

| rate our chances very highly. We're going 
there to win. We've shown in the past we can 
win against bigger opponents yet we've 
struggled against the lesser countries. This is 
where we will improve. Holland as hosts will 
be tough and so will the South American 
teams with the likes of Brazil and Argentina, 
who are always strong. 


You were one of Melbourne Victory's initial 
domestic signings. How were you 
approached by the club? 

The club approached my management 
group as | had previously played under Ernie 
(Merrick) with the national team (youth). 


Melbourne Victory had a disappointing yet 
encouraging loss last week in Adelaide. 
What is the feeling amongst the club for the 
coming season? 

The club is happy with the way we played 
although we didn't take our chances. It was 
cruel to lose on pens, particularly when the 
loss doesn't reflect how well we played. 
Considering we still have another five or six 
players to join the squad, the club is expect- 
ing a very promising season. 


What position do you expect Ernie Merrick 
will be playing you this season? 

| think mostly on the right in midfield and 
potentially up front behind the strikers. 
Hopefully | can score a few goals. 


You will be playing along side some good 
mates of yours in Kristian Sarkies and Carl 
Recchia. Has this made the transition to pro- 
fessional football easier? 

Yeah it has. I've known the boys for three 
years playing together at South (Sth. 
Melbourne), and we're very good friends. All 


the boys get along very well at the club. 


Late last year you trialled overseas in 
Denmark and Italy. Will you still pursue a 
career playing football in Europe in the 
future? 

Obviously, I'd still like to head overseas at 
some stage as it has been an ambition of 
mine from a young age. | have currently 
signed a two year contract and | am very 
happy. | would like to establish myself 
domestically, and win a championship with 
the Victory before thinking of a move over- 
seas. 


Where would we find Vincent Lia when he is 
not playing football? 

Mostly at home playing PS2 "winning eleven 
8", hanging with my mates and having a cof- 
fee here and there. 


Rumour has it, that you're a bit of a "ladies 
man". What would you say to that? 
Umm.....that's true. I've got three sisters and 
no brothers so | have plenty of women in my 
life. After all | am the only boy. (He says with 
a smirk on his face) 


Do you have any pre-match superstitions? 
None at all. | only have pre-game prepara- 
tions, such as keeping my fluids up.

Fawkner/Whittlesea recovered per- 
fectly from a disappointing loss to 
South Melbourne last week by com- 
prehensively defeating Frankston 
Pines on Sunday. 


The Blues completely dominated after a 
slow start and were justifiable 3-1 win- 
ners at home against a disappointing 
Pines outfit.

THEN AND Now 


WITH ROBBIE CULLEN 


This week in "Then & Now" we 
catch up with the blistering right 
winger from Scotland, Robbie 
Cullen. Victorian football fans 
from the 70's and 80's know him 
as the diminutive 'TIGER'. The 
nickname 'Tiger' is a perfect affir- 
mation of the way the tenacious 
winger played the game. Robbie 
is actually built more like one of 
the smaller members of the Cat 
family, the Cheetah. And I'm sure 
that many opposition defences 
could testify to his explosive pace 
that marauded their backlines in 
the 70's and 80's, especially the 
left fullbacks. 


Robbie was an integral part of John 
Magaritis’ Brunswick Juventus's 
1985 NSL championship winning 
side, along with the likes of Micky 
Peterson, Andrew Zinni, Joe 
Palatsides, & Paul Wade. Unlike his 
nickname, Tiger is a well mannered 
softly spoken individual who obvi- 
ously developed “white line fever” 
once he crossed that line. 


Where were you born and raised? 
Born in Scotland, in a place called 
Bonnybridge which is near Falkirk 
central Scotland. 


Where did your Football career 
begin? 

| ended up leaving school. Basically, 
| was out of the game for a year. | 
came back into it playing amateur 
soccer for Broomhill Amateurs (| 
think it's in West Glasgow). Within a 
year of playing amateur soccer | got 
the opportunity to come to Australia, 
| was only 18 at the time. A friend of 
mine Derrick Barron who played 
football with me at schoolboy level, 
also played for Celtic when he had 
left school. He got released from 
Celtic and came over to Australia. 
The same person that brought 
[Derrick] over, recommended me to 
come over. So | ended coming over 
in ‘76. 


What was your first club in 
Australia? 

The first club that actually brought 
me out here was Essendon Lions, 
[who] we know as the old Croatia. 
Derrick had come four or five weeks 
earlier, and he was at George Cross 
(Courage). It's a long story, but after 
jumping out of the car at the bottom 
of the Tullamarine Freeway | ended 
signing up for George Cross. 


How long were you at George 
Cross? 

| was there for three years, from ‘76, 
‘77 and ‘78. 


Your other Clubs in Australia? 

| left George Cross at the end of ‘78, 
and in the ‘79 season | joined 
Preston Makedonia. | stayed there 
from ‘79 [till 81]. In ‘82 | went home 
to Scotland for 10 months. 


Did you play soccer while you 
were back in Scotland? 

No, | actually watched a lot of soc- 
cer. | watched soccer every week, 


which was Glasgow Celtic obviously 
for [anybody] that knows me. _ | 
watched soccer for ten months, got 
married, and came back out in ‘83 
and signed with Juventus the day 
before the (transfer) deadline. | was 
there for five years. 


Was Juventus your last major 
club? 

Yes, it was the last major club. | 
played three years under John 
Margaritis and two years with Len 
McKendry. After Juve | went to 
Fawkner to join my brother in law 
Dougie Brown who was playing up 
there. | played with them for one 
year and after that | went to Keilor 
City, which was the last time | really 
played competitively. 


Didn't you play with Dougie 
Brown earlier in your career? 
Yeah, | played with him at Preston 
also. I'm actually married to 
Dougie's sister. 


Is Dougie a Celtic supporter? 

No, he's exactly the opposite. 
(You've gotta love these an old Hoop 
boys, they won’t even mention 
Celtic's old firm rival Rangers by 
name.) 


Your reason for leaving Scotland? 
It was an opportunity to come and 
play soccer. | just thought “give it a 
go”. My friend Derrick Barron was 
out here as well. It was just basically 
an opportunity. 


Your career highlight? 

It would have to be the 1985 
Juventus NSL championship win- 
ning team. 


Your nickname 'Tiger', where did 
that come from? 

The George Cross _ people 
Christened me that name. It was my 
first game in Australia for George 
Cross, we were last in the league, 
and we played South Melbourne 
who was on top. We took the lead 
early in the first five minutes, and we 
gave them a run for their money that 
day. | think the Maltese people liked 
the way | was preforming. At the end 
of the game they started calling out 
"Tiger, Tiger come here." It's stuck 
ever since. 


Most memorable goal? 

My most memorable goal was up in 
Brisbane when | was playing for 
Preston Makedonia. We played 
against Brisbane Lions in the 
National League. Lou Castner threw 
the ball out to me, and | was the next 
person to touch it, and it went into 
the back of the net. I'd gone around 
four or five players. That was an indi- 
vidual goal... Dougie Brown came up 
to me after the goal and said "Gee, 
give us me one, you shouldn't be 
here!”. 


The standard back then? 

The National League was a good 
standard then, there was a lot of 
European people who came out 


here to play the game. It was good 
for the game, the standard was 
good. Lots of wingers in those days, 
lots of strikers. It was good all 
round, from the backline right thru... 
It wasn't giving much room for the 
young Australians to come through. 
So they changed the philosophy and 
limited the amount of imports. They 
went from one extreme to another, | 
think the right balance would be 
somewhere in the middle of the two 
extremes. 


Looking back, when all the imports 
came out here, there wasn't a great 
deal of good standard local players. 
John Kosmina was one of them. | 
think it has been good, as there are 
a lot of good young Australian play- 
ers playing in Europe. It's been 
incredible. Something good has 
come out of it, but | just think the 
local product could still use a few 
overseas players. 


The best player you have played 
with? 

| would have to say Micky Peterson. 
He was one of the best talents that 
I've played with, and | think a talent 
that underachieved also. Johan 
Cruyff signed him for Ajax, he got 
homesick and came back. It's a pity. 
Lots of good players...But played 
with, Micky. P, yeah definitely. John 
Dowie the most professional player 
I've played with in terms of making 
things happen. 


The best player you have played 
against in Australia? 

Being a winger and having an out 
and out opponent, | think Peter 
Lewis. He was fearsome and hard, 
difficult to play against. Alan 
Davidson was a difficult player to 
play against also. 


Would Tommy Cumming be on 
your wing? 

Tommy was on the same wing as 
mine, if he's reading this tell him I'm 
still looking for my medal and he'll 
know what I'm talking about. 


Who was the biggest influence on 
your career? 

| would say Ken Wagstaff at George 
Cross in the early days taught me a 
few things. Billy Wilkinson a couple 
of years later. They were good peo- 
ple at George Cross in those days. 


What do you do for a living? 

I'm a part owner of a business in the 
petrochemical industry. We gas free 
tanks and columns before trades- 
man can get to work on them. The 
company is called Paramount 
Speciality Services, we service the 
petrochemical industry. 


Advice to youngsters? 

| think you can make living out of 
soccer provided you have got good 
skills. You don't have to have excep- 
tional skills, but you have to have the 
correct attitude. | think anybody can 
have the correct attitude. | really 
believe a good living out soccer is to 
be made if you apply yourself. 


Examples | would have to say, and | 
hope they don't take this the wrong 
way. Paul Wade is a perfect exam- 
ple of a player who continued to 
work on his game when everyone 
was leaving the park...Paul is a per- 
fect example of a player who had a 
desire and kept his desire, he had 
skill also. But if you look at Paul 
Wade and take a leaf out of his book, 
you will do well. 


Mehmet Durakovic is another one 
mentioned in the same arena...He 
struggled to get in the team in those 
early days, he kept plugging away. 
He has achieved well. He is another 
example of what you can do. 


Any suggestions on how to 
improve the local game? 

| think this is the last roll of the dice 
with the 'A' league. | think if we can 
get the product right people will 
come to the games. | think all (‘A’ 
League) clubs need to become 
establishments, like the AFL and all 
football clubs around the world. 


If we don't get it right this time, God 
knows where it's going to end up. 
But they must get the product right, 
and getting the product right is by 
playing entertaining soccer, where 
everybody enjoys it. No violence, no 
hassle, but more importantly the 
product on the park. If you don't get 
the product right nobody will come.

They billed it as the great escape, 
and in Premiership history there 
has been none greater. In last 
place at the start of play, West 
Bromwich Albion have propelled 
themselves to a final position of 
fourth from bottom with a combina- 
tion of victory over Portsmouth and 
a goal at The Valley that doomed 
Crystal Palace. 

Albion's reprieve from relegation 
was secured by second-half goals 
which will be worth £10m ($25M) 
each to the club. 

Since the élite division broke away 
in 1992, no team has survived after 
propping up the table at Christmas. 
At that stage, a side still finding 
their way under a new manager, 
Bryan Robson, were eight points 
adrift of safety. 

In addition, until this season no 
newly promoted side has survived 
in the Premiership without winning 
at least one of its opening five 
matches. On Sunday, West Brom, 
Palace and Norwich were all in that 
position. 

What the Australian leagues miss 
is the threat and drama of the rele- 
gation battle; three up, three down 
with £20m to collect on the way up 
or players and salaries to cut on 
the way down. 

Nottingham Forest, once proud 
European Cup Holders; have 
recently been relegated from the 
Championship to the First Division, 
and have subsequently announced 
the release of 19 players, 12 with 
immediate effect, another five have 
been transfer-listed. While the 
Wigan chairman, Dave Whelan, 
plans to give Paul Jewell up to 
£25m to strengthen his squad after 
they won promotion to the 
Premiership.

These articles will be designed to “tick- 
le” your philosophy and provide a dif- 
ferent view on how the game may be 
coached at junior level. | will not 
always be nice, and | may even 
offend, but the views are simply those 
based on 30 years of involvement in 
professional football as a player and 
coach, 30 years | have loved and 
enjoyed without question. 


My first question to all current and 
potential coaches is this. 


DO YOU BELIEVE IN WHAT YOU 
ARE DOING? If you do not believe 
and you do not have a passion to pass 
on or educate our future players, then 
reading past this point is of no use to 
you whatsoever. If passion is not your 
motivation, then coaching is not for 
you. 


Over the past 3 decades, football has 
improved significantly, due to the 
enhanced knowledge and application 
in areas of tactics, fitness, nutrition 
and organisation. Players are 
stronger, are fitter and are educated in 
relation to their nutritional needs. 
Coaching is now accepted as a vital 
component in the modern game. This 
was not always the case. In many 
countries people involved in the game 
believed coaching would ruin the 
game and good players were born not 
made. How primarily naive we were. 


Over the decades respect for coaches 
and coaching organisations has grown 
immensely. Coaches have proven that 
better teachers can produce better 
players. Thousands of coaches attend 
national coaching schools across the 


world to improve their knowledge of 
the game and in turn transfer their 
experiences and passion for the game 
to teach future players. 


Once a coach has acquired a certain 
degree of technical and tactical under- 
standing, they then form a philosophy 
of the game and develop a picture of 
how it should be played. We adopt a 
petitur approach based on playing 
experience, coaching experience and 
cultural background. We may adopt a 
European or South American style of 
play. We could even mix the two; there 
are common elements when it comes 
to coaching. Here are some of the 
important principles all coaches 
should master. 


Coaches must understand how good 
habits are formed 

Coaches must possess knowledge on 
how players learn 

Practise sessions must be _ highly 
developed and planned 

Each session must progress | logical 
fashion 

Each should be performed in the rela- 
tive areas of the training ground 


It should be understood the “Practise 
does not make perfect’. It would be 
more real to state, “ Practise makes 
permanent”. This holds true for both 
good and bad training, QUANTITY 
must never be more important than 
QUALITY. Keep your sessions simple 
and clear.

AUSTRALIAN TEAM BOW OUT OF 
FIFA BEACH SOCCER WORLD CUP 


France: Lyon showed no signs of let- 
ting their foot off the gas as the season 
draws to an end, despite the fact they 
are already champions of Le 
Championnat. 


The table-toppers thrashed Bordeaux 
5-1 at home to keep them 11 points 
clear of Lille. Bordeaux struck first in 
the 10th minute, thanks to Albert 
Riera. But that was as good as the 
evening got for the visitors as they 
went in at half time 3-1 down. Florent 
Malouda scored in the 25th minute, 
then Cris scored in the 34th and 45th 
minutes. 


The second half was much of the 
same, with Sidney Govou scoring two 
more goals in the 66th and 84th 
minute to wrap the win up for Lyon, 
who show no form of drop in form 
since losing manager Paul Le Guen 
last week. 


Spain: Albacete were reduced to the 
Segunda Division on Sunday evening 
with a 1-0 defeat away to Villarreal. 
Elsewhere, Betis won 2-1 at Atletico 
Madrid and Athletic Bilbao were 
defeated by Mallorca. 


Third placed Villarreal carried on their 
form to grab a Champions League 
qualification space, and also relegated 
Albacete from the Primera Liga with a 
single goal. Juan Riquelme scored 
from the spot in the 67th minute to put 
survival beyond the reach of Albacete 
and condemn them to the Segunda 
Division next season. 


Atletico Madrid were beaten 2-1 at 
home to Real Betis, with Ricardo 
Oliveira scoring both of Betis’ goals. 
His goals came in the 16th and 37th 
minutes to put Betis into a 2-0 lead at 
half time. Atletico’s consolation came 
from Betis’ own defender, Melli, in the 
54th. 


Barcelona travelled to relegation fight- 
ers Levante and went a goal down just 
after the half hour mark. Alberto Rivera 
scored for the home side in the 34th 
minute to give them the lead. Samuel 
Eto'o scored once again for Barcelona 
in the 60th minute to level things up 
between the sides, but neither side 
could find that extra push to secure a 
win and instead had to settle for a 
point each. The Catalan side had no 
reason to complain, however, as the 
point they gained was enough to 
crown them La Liga champions of 
2004/05. 


Scotland: Celtic and Rangers are 
still separated by two points at the top 
of the SPL, with the chasing teams 
well behind them with almost 30 points 
difference. 


Celtic travelled to face Hearts as they 
push on for the SPL title, and they kept 
up recent form by winning 2-1. Alan 
Thompson put Celtic ahead in the 25th 
minute and it was left until the 71st for 
Paul Hartley to equalise for the home 
side. Craig Beattie struck for Celtic just 
6 minutes later to give them all three 
points. 


England: Middlesbrough held 
Manchester City to a 1-1 draw, in order 
to maintain their seventh place, which 


gives access to next season's UEFA 
Cup tournament. 


Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink put 'Boro' in 
the lead with a perfect free kick in the 
23rd minute, but fellow Dutchman Kiki 
Musampa levelled in the first minute of 
the second half. Manchester City 
needed a win to take the 7th place, 
and were given a great chance to 
achieve that when the referee decided 
for a penalty kick in stoppage time. 
However, Robbie Fowler had his effort 
saved by the goalkeeper. 


At the bottom, drama unfolded for 
Crystal Palace, Norwich City and 
Southampton, who all dropped points 
and relegate from the Premiership. 
West Bromwich took advantage and 
left the relegation zone just in time. 


Belgium: Brugge needed just one 
point to decide the championship 
against second-placed RSC 
Anderlecht, and Nastja Ceh put the 
leaders ahead in the very first minute. 
Hannu Tihinen levelled in the 36th, but 
Ceh got a second four minutes later, to 
restore the lead. 


In the 56th minute, Nenad Jestrovic 
equalized for 2-2, after which 
Anderlecht initiated a hunt for a third 
goal to avoid a championship decision. 
However, Brugge survived, and main- 
tained their gap of six points with the 
team from Brussels. With just one 
match left to play, that gap is impossi- 
ble to close. 


Italy: At Delle Alpi stadium, Juventus 
needed just six minutes to open the 
score against Parma _ through 
Alessandro Del Pieri. The Swedish 
striker Zlatan Ibrahimovic got the sec- 
ond and last goal in the 23rd minute. 


AC Milan visited Lecce and took the 
lead twice, through Kakha Kaladze 
and Andriy Shevchenko respectively, 
but the hosts levelled on both occa- 
sions, with goals from Axel Cedric 
Konan and Mirko Vucinic. The differ- 
ence between Juventus and Milan is 
now five points, with two matches left 
to play. 


Holland: SC Heerenveen have 
secured their UEFA Cup spot with a 1- 
2 victory at FC Groningen, while 
Vitesse were beaten 0-3 by Ajax 
Amsterdam. In a rather insignificant 
top clash, PSV Eindhoven defeated 
Feyenoord 4-2. 


In the northern derby between FC 
Groningen and SC Heerenveen, the 
visiting side needed 27 minutes to 
open the score through Daniel Berg 
Hestad, and striker Klaas Jan 
Huntelaar doubled the lead on the 
hour mark. Groningen got one back 
through Danny Buijs, but it was too lit- 
tle, too late. 


Vitesse hosted Ajax Amsterdam at the 
Gelredome stadium in Arnhem, and 
conceded a goal from the Czech play- 
er Zdenek Grygera in the 56th minute, 
before Rafael van der Vaart decided 
the clash for 0-2 in the 80th minute. 


The Australian Beach Soccer 
team bowed out of the inau- 
gural FIFA Beach Soccer 
World Cup, after losing its 
two games against France 
and Argentina. 


Being the first time an Australian 
team has competed in an interna- 
tional beach soccer tournament, 
the team performed with credit 
losing 5-1 to European 
Champions France and only 3-1 
to Argentina, in a form of the 
game that regularly sees high 
scoring. 


The first match on Sunday saw 
Australia take on France, who 
feature former Manchester 
United star Eric Cantona 
amongst their ranks. 


France held a three goal lead 
before Steve Karavatakis had the 
honour of scoring Australia’s first 
ever beach soccer goal when he 
capitalised on some confusion in 
the French defence. The French 
though rarely got out of second 
gear and Cantona did not take 
part in the match, saving himself 
for the crunch match with 
Argentina. 


Australia’s next game against 
Argentina yesterday saw the 
team perform beyond expecta- 
tions to hold the highly regarded 
Argentineans to a 3-1 scoreline. 


Australia made it difficult in the 
initial stages of the match for their 
more illustrious opponents, but 
the killer blow came just before 
the end of the first period when 
Argentina opened the scoring. 
The South Americans doubled 
their advantage after the break 
however Australia refused to give 
in and pulled a goal back with a 
well-worked move finished by 
striker John Buonavoglia. 


It then took a shot that deflected 
wickedly off the sand to put the 
game out of Australia’s reach and 
out of the tournament. 


The eight-day tournament, being 
held in Rio de Janeiro in Brazil, is 
the first ever beach soccer tour- 
nament to be operated by foot- 
ball’s world governing body and 
is set to conclude with the final on 
Sunday.

Otto Rehhagel: 
“Frankfurt will feel like 
home" 
European champions 
Greece face 'month of 
truth’ 


Faced with a ‘month of truth’ 
featuring back-to-back FIFA 
World Cup qualifiers and the 
FIFA Confederations Cup, 
European champions Greece 
are currently riding a wave of 
success and new-found con- 
fidence, confirmed by a best- 
ever 12th spot in the latest 
FIFA World Rankings. 


"This position reflects our tremen- 
dous progress since | took over 
the coaching role in summer 
2001. Our job is to confirm and 
defend this position in June," 
iconic Greece boss_ Otto 
Rehhagel exclusively told FIFA 
worldcup.com as he contemplat- 
ed the double showdown with 
chief rivals Turkey and Ukraine 
on 4 and 8 June, followed by the 
‘Festival of Champions’ in 
Germany from 15 to 29 June. 


The Greeks claimed a solitary 
point from their opening FIFA 
World Cup qualifiers against 
Albania and Turkey, but a run of 
13 points from the next five 
matches has lifted them to sec- 
ond in the Group standings, three 
behind leaders Ukraine and two 
ahead of the Turks. "Every game 
is like a final now. We're going 
into these two crucial qualifiers 


aiming to take four points," 
Rehhagel declared. 
Just eight days later, the 


European champions face a 
prestigious FIFA Confederations 
Cup duel with FIFA World Cup 
holders Brazil in Leipzig on 16 
June. "That game's already a 
sell-out, but | reckon we'll see full 
houses for the other group fix- 
tures against Japan and Mexico 
in Frankfurt, so they'll be just like 
home matches for us. I'm calling 
on every Greek in Germany to 
come to Frankfurt with their fami- 
lies on these two days and sup- 
port their team," the 66-year-old 
former Bundesliga champion, 
adding he "definitely" expected 
Brazil superstars Ronaldo and 
Ronaldinho to appear at "this 
absolutely top-class tournament."

SYDNEY UNITED BAcK IN NSWPL 


SYDNEY United has been reinstated into 
the New South Wales Premier League's 
2005 season after the NSW Supreme 
Court today ruled it was not given a fair 
hearing. 


Soccer NSW suspended the Croatian- 
backed Sydney United for four consecutive 
games, ruling it out of the NSW Premier 
League 2005 finals, for not doing enough 
to prevent a riot between its supporters 
and those of the Serbian-backed 
Bonnyrigg White Eagles, on March 13. 


Justice Robert McDougall today declared 
that decision void but said Soccer NSW 
still had the right to discipline the club, pro- 
vided it gave the club the right to be heard 
on any charges and proposed penalty. 


The judge also will hear this afternoon 
argument from both sides on whether 


teams who were awarded forfeited points 
as a consequence of the suspension will 
have to replay those games. 


An independent inquiry found Sydney 
United did not do enough to prevent the 
riots. 


Justice McDougall today agreed with 
lawyers representing Sydney United that 
the club had been denied procedural fair- 
ness because although its representatives 
were interviewed about the riot they were 
not notified of the "particular charges". 


He said they also should have been given 
the opportunity to be heard on the punish- 
ment. 


"Therefore | conclude that the plaintiff has 
made out its case for relief,"he said. 


The hearing continues.

Having joined the Magic from 
NZFC side Youngheart 
Manawatu | recall an immediate 
impression of the superior tech- 
nical ability of the Magic players 
compared with that of their New 
Zealand counterparts. 


| was reminded of my early 
training sessions with the 
Football Kingz in 1999 when the 
All Whites in the squad returned 
from the Confederations Cup. 


They were all still buzzing from 


their matches against USA, 
Germany and Brazil and were 
on a different level from the rest 
of the squad. 


It was interesting for me to hear, 
as | took in as many VPL and 
State League games that | 
could, the amount of critical 
comments from supporters 
claiming the standard of compe- 
tition was poor and not what it 
used to be. 


Certainly from my point of view 
the current VPL is every bit as 
good as the 1999-2000 NSL 
season | played in with the 
Kingz. The only ingredient com- 
monly missing (with the excep- 
tion of South's Bob Jane 
Stadium) was a good quality 
playing surface, which obvious- 
ly contributes to the playing of 
attractive and productive soc- 
cer. 


Victorian soccer followers are 
passionate about their clubs - 
former Kingz teammates 
Marcus Stergiopoulos and 
Levent Osman had warned me 
about the hostility from certain 
sections of supporters both 
home and away, and despite 


scoring 4 goals in 6 games my 
abilities were loudly questioned 
by a vociferous section of Magic 
fans! 


Public, and sometimes violent, 
displays of fierce ethnic rivalries 
do the code a great disservice 
in Australia and a balance has 
to be found between impas- 
sioned support and mindless 
hostility. 


Having attended an MLS train- 
ing session and 3 USL Division 
1 matches in recent weeks | can 
assure all doubters that the VPL 
is a very strong competition and 
that teams such as Green Gully 
and South Melbourne wouldn't 
be out of place playing with 
America’s best. 


My congratulations must go to
